17,18, The Lord tryeth the 
Righteous: bur the Wicked, and him that 
loveth violence, his Soul hatech. For the 
Righteous Lord loveth Righteouſneſs, his 
countenance Coth behold the upright, 11. 
56. 7. For the oppreſhon of the poor, for 
the fghing of the needy, now will I ariſe, 
{aith the Lord,l will tec him in fafery,from 
him that puffeth at him. The words of the 
Lord are pure words, as (1]ver tryed in a 
furnace of Earth purified ſeven times in the 
hre, 12. 5,6. The Lord looked down from 
Heaven upon the children of Men, to fee 
if there were any chat would underſtand, 
and ſeek after God, 14. 2. Lord, who ſhall 
abide in thy Tabernacle 2 who thall dwell 
in thy holy HillHe that walketh uprightly, 
and worketh Righteouſneſs, and ipeaketh 
the Truth in his Heart, 15. 1, 2. In whoſe 
eyes a vile perſon is contemned,but he ho-

ſel, verſ. 4. Our Fathers truſted in thee, 
and thou didſt deliver them ; 22. 4. For 
he hath not deſpiſed. nor abhorred the 
affliction of the afflicted, neither hath he 
hid his face from him, but when he cryed 
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unto him, he heard him, verſe. 24 The 
Lord is my Shepherd, I thall want nothing, 
23. 1. He that hath clean hands,and a pure 
heart, who hath not lift up his Soul to va- 
nity, nor {worn deceitfully, 24- 4, 5. He 
thall receive the bleſſing from the Load 
righteouſneſs from the Lord of his Salva- 
tion. Lord, I have loved the habitation of 
thy honſe, and the place where thy honour 
dwelleth, 26. 8, Wait upon the Lord, be 
of good courage, and he ſhall ſtrengthen 
thine heart: wait, I (ay,on the Lord, 27.14. 
I hate them that regard lying vanities : 
but I cruſt in the Lord. I will be glad 
and rejoyce in thy mercy, for thou haſt 
conlidered my trouble, thou haſt known 
my Soul in adverhities, 31.6, 7. For my 
life is ſpent with prief, my ſtrength fail- 
eth me becauſe of my Iniquity, and my 
bones are conſumed, ver/. 10. Bleſſed is 
he whoſe Tranſgrefſion 1s forgiven, and 
whole Sin is covered. Blefled is the man 
unto whom the Lord imputeth not Iniqui- 
ty, and in whole ſpirit is no Guile. I ac- 
knowledge my Sin unto thee, and mine In- 
1quities have I not hid: I ſaid, I will con- 
feſls my Tranſgreſſion unto the Lord, and 
thou forgavelt the iniquity of my Sin. 
Be glad in the Lord, O ye Righteous, and 

rejoyce, 
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rejoyce, and ſhout for joy, all ye that are 
upright in heart, 32, 1, 2, 5, 11. HE lov- 
eth Righteouſneſs, and Judgment » the 
Earth is full of the goodneſs of the Lord. 
Let all the Earth fear the Lord , ler 
all che Inhabitants of the World ſtand 
in awe of him. The Lord looketh from 
Heaven : he beholdeth all the Sons of 
Men. Depart from evil and Co good, ſeek 
Peac?, and purſue it. From the place of 
his habitation, he looketh upon all che In- 
habitants of the Earth. He faſhioneth all 
their hearts alike: he conſidereth their 
works. There is nothing ſaved by the 
multitude of an Holt, neither a mighty 
Man delivered by great Strength. Behold, 
the Eye of the Lord is upon them that 
fear him, and upon them that hope in his 
Mercy : Todeliver their Soul from Death, 
and to Keep them alive in Famine, 33. 5,

Keep thy Tongue from evil, and thy Lips 
from (peaking guile. Depart from evil and 
dogood; ſeek peace and purſue it. The Eyes 
of the Lord are over theRighteous, and his 
Ears open unto their cry. The Face of the 
Lord is againſt them that do evil, to cut 
off the remembrance of them from the 
Earth. The Righteous cry, and the Lord 
hearech and delivereth them our of alltheir 
rroubles. The Lord is nigh unto them 
that areof a broken heart. and faveth ſuch 
2s be of a contriteSpirit.Many are che trou- 
bles of theRighteous but che Lord deliver- 
etch chem our of all Evil ſhall flaythe Wic- 
ked, and they that hate the Righteous thall 
be deſolate. The Lord redeemeth the 
Souls of his Servants, and none of them 
chat truſt in him (hall be deſolate, 34- 1, 
3,4, 6,7, 8, 9, 10,13, 14, 15,16, 17, 18, 
19, 21, 22. For he flattereth himſelf in 
his own Eye, antil his abominable Sins be 

found 
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found tobe abominable. For with thee is 
the Fountain of Life : and in thy Light, 
ſhall we ſee Light. O continue thy lov- 
ing kindneſs unto them that know thee , 
and thy righteouſneſs to them that are up- 
right in heart, 36. 2, 9, 10 Fret not thy 
ſelf becauſe of the Evil doers, neither be 
envious againſt the Workers of Iniquity. 
For they thall ſoon be cut down like the 
Graſs, and wither as the green Herb. Truſt 
in the Lord, and be doing good, 1o thalt 
thou dwell in the Land, and verily thou 
ſhalrc be fed- Delight thy (elf in the Lord, 
and he (hall give thee the delires of thine 
Heart. Commit thy way unto the Lord, 
truſt alſo in him, and he (hall bring it to 
als. Reſt in the Lord, and wait patient- 

y upon him : fret not thy (elf becauſe of 
him who proſpereth in his way, becauſe 
of the Man that bringeth wicked devices 
to paſs Ceaſe from anger , and forlake 
wrath : fret not thy ſelf in any wiſe to do 
evil . Forevil-coers thall be cut oft: bur 
thoſe that wait upon the Lord, they thall 
inherit the Lavd. A little that the righ- 
reous Man hath, is better than the Riches 
of the Ungodly. The Wicked borrow- 
eth and payeth not again, but the Righ- 
teous ſheweth mercy, and giveth. For 
B 4 {uct 
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ſuch as be blefled of God, thall inherit 
the Land : and they that be curled of him, 
ſhall be cut oft. The ſteps of a good Man 
1s bleſſed of the Lord, and he delightech 
in his way. Though he fall, he thall not 
be utterly caſt down: for the Lord up- 
holdeth him with his hand, I have been 
young, and now am old; yet never ſaw 
I the Righteous forſaken, nor their Seed 
begving their Bread. He is ever merci- 
ful, and lendeth, and his Seed is blefled. 
Wai: on the Lord. and keep his way, and 
he thall exalr thee to inheric the Land ; 
when the Wicked are cut off, thou thalr tee 
it. I have (een the Wicked in great power, 
and fpreading himſfelt like a green Bay- 
tree; Yet he paſleth away, and lo, he was 
gone: yea, I fought him, but he could not 
be found. Mark the perfect Man, and be- 
hold the upriplit, for the end of that Man is 
peace. The Salvation of the Righteous is 
of the Lord, he 15 their {trengrh in the time 
of trouble.

alter thee, O my God. Why art thou caſt

I will yet praife him, tor the light of his 
countenance, 42. 5. Goi! is my refuge and 

my (trength, a very preten heip in trouble. 
Therefore will I not tear,though the Earth 

be moved, and the Mountains be carried 

into the widit of the Sea, 46. 1, 2. For the 

Lord moſt high is terrible, lie is a grear 

king 
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King over all the Earth, 47. 2. Hear this, 
all ye People, give ear,all ye Inhabirants of 
the Earth, 49. 1. The mighty God, even 
the Lord hath ſpoken, and called the Earth 
from the riling of the Sun unto the going 
down of the lame. For every Fealt of 
the Foreſt is mine. and the Cattel upon a 
thouſand Hills. I know all the Fowls up- 
on the Mountains, and the wild Beaſts of 
the Fields are mine. If I were hungry, 1 
would not tell thee, for the World is mine, 
and the fulne(s thereof. Call upon me in 
time of trouble, I will hear thee, and thou 
ſhalr glorifie me. Thou giveit thy mouth to 
evil, and thy Tongue frameth deceit, 50 
TIO, 11, 12,15, 19.

2, 3, 8, Irtwas thou 
mine own familiar Friend, my guide, and 
my acquaintance, that hath done me this 
diihonour. Caſt thy burthen upon the Lord 
and he (hall tuſ(tain thee : he ſhall never 
ſuffer the Righteous to be moved. But thou, 
O Lord, thait bring them down into the 
Pit of Deitruttion : bloody and deceitful 
Men hall not live out halt their days, but 
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I will truſt in thee,O Lord, 55. 13, 22,23. 
In God I will praiſe his Word, in God I 
have pur my truſt, I will not fear what 
fleth can do unto me Caſt thy burthen 
upon the Lord, and he thall ſuſtain thee: 
he ſhall never tuffer the Righteous to be 
moved. Bur, O Lord, thou thalt bring 
them to the Pit of Deſtruction : bloody and 
deceicful Men, hall not live out half their 
days, but I will truſt in chee. !n God will 
I praiſe his Word, in God I have put my 
truſt, I will not fear whar fleſh can Coun- 
tome. When I cry unto thee, then ſhall 
mine Enemies curn their back:this I know, 
for God is for me, in God I have put my 
truſt, I will not be afraid what man can do 
unto me, 56. 4, 9, 11. Truly, my Soul 
waiteth upon God, for of him cometh my 
Salvation. He only is my Rock and my 
Salvation : he is my defence, (o that [ ſhall 
not greatly be moved. Trutt not in Op- 
preſſion,and inRobbery : if Riches encreale, 
ſer not your heart upon them God hath 
{poken once, twice have [ heard this, that 
power belongeth unto God. Allo unto thee, 
O Lord, belongeth mercy : for thou ren- 
dreſt to every man according to his 
Works, 62. 1. 2, 10, 11, 12. Heruleth 
by his Power for ever, his Eyes behold che 

Nations - 
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Nations :let not the Rebellious exalt them- 
ſelves, Selah, O blels our God, ye People, 
and make the voice of his praile tro be 
heard. For thou, O God, hatt proved, thou 
haſt cried us, even as Silver is rried. Sing 
forth the honour " his Name, make his 
praiſe glorious, 66. 2, 7,8, 10, He is a Fa- 
ther of the Fat! ware and Judge of the 
Widows. God tis in lus holy Habitation. 
He that is our G:d, is the God of our Sal- 
vation : and unto God belongeth the iſ- 
ſues from Death, 68.5, 20. The humble 
ſhall tee this, anc be glad, and your Soul 
ſhall live that teek God. For the Lord 
heareth the Poor, and deſpileth not his 
Priſoners, 69. 32. 33. He (hall ſpare the 
Poor and Needy, and thall ſave the Sculs 
of the Needy. He (hall redeem their 
Souls from deceit and violence, and pre- 
cious thall their Blood be in his Sight, 
72. 13, 14. The Proſperity of the Wick- 
ed; they are not in trouble as other 
Men, neither are they plagued like other 
Men, therefore Pride compaſleth them 
about as a Chain, violence covereth them 
2s a Garment. Their Eyes ſtand out with 
farne(s, they have more than heart can 
with. My Fleth and my Heart faileth,bur 
God is the {trength of my Hearc, and my 
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portion for ever. Surely thou did(t ſet 
chem in ſlippery places, thou caſteſt them 
down into Deltruction. How are they 
brought into Deſolation, as in a moment 
they areutterly conſumed with terrours. 
Bur itis good for me to draw near unto 
God, I have put my truſt inthe Lord God, 
that I may declare all thy works, 73. 6, 
18, 19, 26, 28. All the horns of the wick- 
ed will I cut off, but rl;<e horns of the Righ- 
ceous (hall be exalted, 5. 10. Is his mercy 
clean gone for ever ? Goth his promile 
fail for evermore * Hat!: God forgotren 
to be gracious? hath he in anyer thur up 
his cender mercy? Se/2b. 77. 8, 9. There- 
fore the Lord heard this, and was wroth : 
ſo fre was kindle 2pamit 7acob, and his 
anger allo caine up 2gaintt //r4! Becaute 
they believed not in God : and rraited nor 
in his Salvation. Give ear ) my people, 
ro my Laws,incline your rars to the words 
of my Mouth. Thar chey might ter cheir 
hope in God. and not foryer tlie work of 
God, but to keep his Commandments, 72. 
I,7, 21,22. The VWratit of God came up- 
on them, and flew the tarteit of chem, and 
{mote down the choſen men oft //-2e!. For 
all this they finned &ii!, and believed nor 
for all his wondrous Works. But he being 
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full of compaſſion, forgave all cheir Ini- 
quities, and deſtroyed them not ; yea, ma- 
ny a time turned he his anger away, and 
did not ſtir up all his Wrath. For he re- 
membred that they were bart fleſh, a wind 
that paſſed, and cometh not again, 78. 3r, 
32, 38, 39. God ſtandeth in the Congrega- 
tion of che Mighty : he judgeth among 
the Gods. Defend the Poor and Fatherleſs: 
do Juſtice to the Aﬀictted and Needy. De- 
liver the Poor and Needy out of the hand 
of the Wicked, 82. 1, 3, 4. Thou haſt for- 
given the Iniquity of thy People, thou haſt 
covered all their Sins. Thou haſt taken 
away ail thy Wrath : thou haſt turned thy 
felf from thy tierce anger. Turn us, O God 
of our Salvation, and cauſe thine anger to 
ceaſe from us, $85. 2,3, 4. Yea, the Lord 
ſhall give that which is good, and our Land 
ſhall give her increaſe, wver/. 12. For thou 
O Lord arr good. and ready to forgive, 
and plenreous in Mercy unto all them that 
call upon tliee. In the day of my trouble 
I will call upon thee : for thou wilt anſwer 
me. For great is thy mercy towards me, 
for thou haſt delivered my Soul trom the 
loweſt Hel]. For thou O Lord, art a God 
full of compaſſion, anc gracious : long ſuffe- 
ring, and plenteous in inercy and truth, 86. 
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17, 13,15. Thy Wrath lyeth hard upon 

44 and thou haſt afflicted me with all 
thy Waves and Storms. But unto thee 
have I cryed, O Lord, in the morning ſhall 
my Prayer prevent thee, 88.7. 13. Thou 
rulelt the raging of the Sea, when the 
Waves thereof ariſe, thou {tilleſt them. 
The Heavens are thine, the Earth alſo is 
thine : as for the Worid and the fulnefs 
thereof, thou haſt founded them. For the 
Lord is cur defence, and the holy One of 
[ſreel is our King. His Seed alſo will he 
make to endure tor ever : and his Throne 
as the days of Heaven. If his Children 
forſake my Law, and walk not in my Judg- 
ments: If they wil! break my Starutes, 
and keep not my Commandments - Then 
will I viſie their Tranſgreſſhons with the 
Rod, and their Iniquities with {tripes. Ne- 
verthele(s my loving kindneſs will I not 
utterly take from him : nor ſuffer my 
faithfulneſs to fail. My Covenant will [ 
not break, nor alter the thing that is gone 
out of my lips. Once have I {worn by my 
holineſs, that I will not fail Pavid. His 
Seed ſhall endure for ever, and his Throne 
as the Sun before me. How long Lord, 
wilt thou hide-thy ſelf, for ever? thall thy 
Wrath burn like fire? 89. 9, 11, 18, 2g, 
30, 31, 
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30, 31, 32, 33, 34, 35. 36, 46. O ſatishe 
us early with thy mercy, that we may re- 
joyce, and be glad all our days. Make 
us Elad according to the days wherein thou 
haſt afflicted us : and the year wherein we 
have (een evil. 90,14, 15. Only with thine 
Eyes thou ſhalt behold, and ſee the reward 
of the Wicked. There ſhall no evil befal 
thee, neither any Plague come near thy 
dwelling, He (hall give his Angels charge 
over thee, to keep thee 1 in all thy ways.

2, 4,5, 6, 7, 8- For ne hath 
looked down from the heighth of the San- 
Ruary, from Heaven didthe Lord behold 
the Earth : To hear the groaning of the 
Priſoners, to looſe _ that are appoint- 
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ed to death, 102. 19, 20. Bleſs the Lord, 
O my Soul, and all that is within me bleſs 
his holy Name. Bleſs the Lord, O my 
Soul,and forget not all his benefits. Who 
forgivech all chine iniquity : who healeth 
all thy Diſeaſes. For as the Heaven is 
above all che Earth, ſo great is his mercy 
towards them that fear him. The Lord 
is gracious and merciful, flow to anger, 
and plenceous in mercy. He will not al- 
way chide, neither will he keep his anger 
for ever.

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the Lord. Seek the Lord and his ſtrength, 
ſeek his face evermore. Remember his 
marvelous works that he hath done, his 
wonders and the judgments of his mouth. 
He is the Lord our God, his judgments 
are in all the World. And contirmed the 
ſame unto Jacob for a Law, aud unto 1/-ael 
for an everlaſting Covenant. Saying, Un- 
co thee will I give the Land of Canaan, 
the lo: of your inheritance. He ſuffered 
no man to do them wrong : yea, he re- 
proved Kings for their {akes: Saying, 
rouch not my Anointed, and do my Pro- 
phets no harm. Moreover, he called for 
a2 Famine vpon the Land : he brake the 
whole Staft of Bread. He ſent a man be- 
fore them, even 7o/eph, who was ſold for 
2 Servant- Whole feet they hurt with 
fetters, he was laid in Iron. Until that 
time the Word came, the Word of the 
Lord tryed him. The King came agd 
looſed him : even the Ruler of the Peo- 
ple, and let him go free. 1/-ac! allo came 
out of egypt, and Jacob (ojourned in the 
Land of Ham. He turned their Water 
into Blood, and {flew their Fiſh. Their 
Land brought forth Frogs in abundance, in 
the Chamber of their King. He (pake, and 
there came divers ow of Flies, and Lice 
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in all their Coaſts. He opened their Rocks, 
and the Water guſhed out ; they ran in the 
dry places like a River, 105. 3, 4, 5,7, 10, 
II, 14,15, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20, 23, 29,30, 
31, 41. Our Fathers underſtood not thy 
wonders in e£gypr, neither remembred the 
great multitude of thy Mercies, but pro- 
voked him at the Sea, even at the Red Sea. 
He rebuked the Rec-ſea alſo, and it was 
dryed up : ſo led them through the depths 
as through the Wilderneſs. And he ſaved 
them from the hand of him that hated 
them : and redeemed them from the hand 
of the Enemy. The waves covered their 
Enemies : there was none of them lefr. 
And a Fire was kindled in their company, 
the fAame burnt up the Wicked. There- 
fore he ſaid he would deſtroy them, had 
not Moſes (tood before them in the breach, 
ro turn away his Wrath, leſt he ſhould de- 
firoy them. Yea, they deſpiſed that 
pleaſant Land.they believed not his Word. 
Bur murmured in their Tents, and heark- 
ned not unto the voice of the Lord. There- 
fore he lifted up his hand againſt chem, 
to over-throw them in the Wildernels. 
Thus they provoked him to anger, with 
their inventions, and the Plague brake in 
upon them. Then ſtood up Phineas, y 
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ſo the Plague ceaſed. They angred him 
alſo at the Warers of ſtrife, ſo that it wene 
ill with Moſes for their ſake. They ferv- 
ed their Idols which were a ſnare unto 
them. And ſhed innocent Bloud, even the 
bloud of their Sons and of their Daughters, 
whom they Sacrificed unto the Idols of Ca- 
naan,and the Land was polluted with Bloud. 
Thus were they defiled with their own 
Works, and wene a Whoring with their 
own inventions. Therefore was the Wrath 
of God kindled againſt his People, inſo- 
much chat he abhorred his own Inheritance. 
Nevertheleſs, he regarded their affliction 
when he heard their cry. And he remem- 
bred them for his Covenant, and repent- 
ed him according to the multitude of his 
Mercies. He made them alſo to be pitied 
of them that carried them away Captive, 
106. 7,9, 10, 18, 23, 24, 25, 26, 29, 30, 
32, 36, 38, 39, 44, 45, 46. Bleſſed are 
chey that keep Judgment, and he that doth 
Righteouſneſs at a)l rimes, 106. 3. They 
hunger and thirſt, their Soul fainteth in 
chem. Then they cryed unto the Lord in 
their trouble, and he delivered them out 
of their diſtreſles.
